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ANOTHER “ADVANCE” GRAB 

Last year the members of the legislature 
voted themselves an advance of $200 each on 
this year’s indemnities. They wound up this 
year's session on Thursday by voting them- 
selves an advance of $450 each on next year's 
indemnities. 

Next year, growing progressively bolder, 
they may vote themselves an advance of the 
entire amount of their indemnities for the year 
following. Why not? The principle—or lack 
of it—in the one case is the same as in the other. 
If the money or credit of the province is the 
private property of members of the legislature, 
why not “cash in” in a big way? 

That is bad business, bad in itself and worse 
in what it may lead to. These advances are 
simply hand-outs from the public treasury, to 
which the members have helped themselves, 
and to which they have no more color of right 
than has the man on the street. 

The province owes no legislator anything. 
If the members think otherwise they should 
have presented their bills and taken their money 
as payment for services rendered. They cannot 
defend the taking of loans as the collection 
of debts, for loans do not pay debts. That they 
are demanding loans instead of payments is 
their admission that the province owes them 
nothing. They are simply using the public 
treasury as their private banker

tration for dividends, which also came to noth- 
ing because nobody knew where to get the 
dividends. The present session went back to the 
original starting point, re-established diplomatic 
relations with Major Douglas, and invited him 
to take charge. 


It accomplished the further point of fixing 


$25 a month as the amount of the dividends to 
be paid, and of having the undertaking under- 
written by Major Douglas’ representative on the 
ground. That is the basis of the keep-the-peace 
pledge which the Social Credit members were 
induced to sign 

There is no further quibbling possible about 
the amount of the dividends, or about the 
authority behind the promise to pay them. The 
Major is committed definitely to the payability 
of dividends, and to $25 per month as the amount 
each citizen of the province is to receive 

The session thus closes with the Major in 
complete command, and all doubts cleared away 
as to what the public are entitled to expect in 
the way of subsistence allowances. If, as they 
claimed, that is what the Insurgents were aim- 
ing at, their object has been accomplished. They 
have put the Major on the spot. It is up to 
him to produce. the dividends 


OTHERWISE, NOT MUCH DONE 
Aside from the enlivening incidents of the 
insurrection and the resulting drive for a recon- 


struction of the economic set-up on Social Credit 
lines, there is little reason to suppose the session 
will live in history. 

There were no marked changes in public 
policy, other than that cited above. An orthodox 
budget was passed The new Provincial 
Treasurer formally adopted the aim of his pre- 
decessor—to keep as nearly as possible within 
income and avoid increasing the public debt. 
None of his colleagues proclaimed any notable 
departure from established practice. In that 
respect the session was uneventful. 


The estimates voted for the year approximate 
$22,000,000. Three millions of this is to be capital 
expenditure. An overall deficit of $1,227,000 is 
anticipated at the end of the year, if the Dom- 
inion will allow the province to get that much 
farther in its debt 

An increase of a million dollars per year in 
taxation was planned. Rather more than half 
to be collected by fresh taxation on corporations, 
the remainder by applying the sales tax to com- 
modities hitherto exempt. The latter imposition 
may however be modified, at the discretion of 
the Ministers. 

Appropriations for highway work and other 
departmental services resemble those of former 
years. 

No legislation of outstanding importance was 
enacted, though the bulk output was large as 
usual. The most important measure, dealing 
with the reduction of private debts, was dropped 
for the time, on advice from Major Douglas 
Acts were passed to replace the discarded 
provincial securities act, but these have been 
already challenged in the courts, and may or 
may not be law. 

In its law-making function also the legisla- 
ture did not make history.

CALL IT A DAY 

What must surely be one of the most detailed 
and documented days in history has just had 
its full-length portrait issued in volume form 
from Leningrad. Some time ago it was an- 
nounced that on the suggestion of Maxim Gorky 
there was to be produced a record of all the 
events that happened all over the world on one 
given day, and now that most extensive entry in 
the diary of man’s doings has been issued in a 
book of more than a thousand pages contributed 
by “authors, journalists, and scientists of various 
countries.” What reviewers will make of it 
remains to be seen; perhaps their first reaction 
will be a sigh of relief that history is not nor- 
mally written on that microscopical scale of 
searching exactitude, for if so there would be no 
keeping up with its published results. Perhaps 
journalists will be inclined to examine the new 
volume most critically, for it promises to chal- 
lenge their own sphere of written activity more 
closely than those of other performers. The 
daily newspaper aims at being a record of the 
world's doings during the previous twenty-four 
hours, and if one were to put together all the 
contents of all the world’s newspapers for a 
single day the result would be such a mass of 
printed matter as would make the new Lenin- 
grad compilation look like a mere leaflet. In that 
mass there would, of course, be many repeti- 
tions, but we have yet to discover whether Lenin- 
grad can devote more than a thousand pages to 
one day’s affairs and still avoid any suspicion of 
“doubles” and overlapping. The day selected for 
that peculiar tribute was September 27, 1935, and 
it would be interesting to know how many of us 
could now mention off-hand one single event 
from that day that would be worth a page entry 
in this full-scale diary. So much for human 
memories and the link between the date and the 
event.—Manchester Guardian

With two anti-Fascist brothérs found murder- 
ed in France, and eight high ranking Russian 
generals sent to the firing squad after admitting 
that they had conspired with a foreign power to 
betray the Ukraine—a ninth, General Jan Gam- 
arnik, former vice-commissar of defence, killed 
himself on June 1, after being exposed—it is 
obvious that Europe is sodden with treasons, 
conspiracies and espionages. 

Franz Spielhagen’s book, “Spione und Versch- 
worer in Spanien,” compiled from the thousands 
of documents left by Nazi agents in Barcelona 
after their wild flight on the third after the out- 
break of the fascist rebellion last summer, ex- 
poses the methods used by the various Nazi 
agencies to plan the downfall of Spain. It gives 
the names of the organizations which carried on 
the subversive work, tells how iheir work was 
financed, the sums expended, the methods 
employed by the Nazi secret agents, the methods 
employed for smuggling in propaganda material, 
and the various fainctions performed in this 
underground work by German business firms, 
shipping companies, travel bureaux, newspaper 
agencies and the consular and diplomatic ser- 
vices. It is a book that officials of every demo- 
cratic country can study with profit, replete as 
it is with verbatim quotations from Nazi cor- 
respondence and photostatic reproductions of 
documents. 


* * & 

The year 1933, when Hitler came to power in 
Germany saw Lerroux and Gil Robles win office 
in Spain. It marked the commencement of the 
Nazi campaign in Spain. To solidify friendly 
relations with Hitler, Gil Robles, head of the 
successful clerical party in Spain, with support 
from the Royalists and the rich landowners, 
travelled to Germany where he attended the 
Nurnberg congress of the Nazi party. 

Soon, fifty local units of the Nazi party were 
started among the German residents on the Span- 
ish peninsula, in Spanish Morocco, the Balearic 
and the Canary Islands. Leaders were careful 
not to appear as foreign propagandists. All of 
them held positions with German business firms, 
either as agents for established concerns in 
Germany, or as heads of their own businesses 
in Spain 

These Nazi groups drew assistance from 
sources in Germany, including the Foreign 
Office, the Labor Front, the Propaganda Min- 
istry, the Fichte Bund and the Gestapo—the 
secret German police. Some of these bodies 
sent their own agents to Spain to work among 
the groups. German steamship lines carried 
Nazi agents and propaganda material free. Docu- 
ments seized at Barcelona show that during the 
year 1935 over 3,000,000 pesetas were sent to 
Spanish Nazis from Germany, while free trans- 
portation, free printed material, etc., would more 
than equal a like amount. (A peseta is worth 20 
cents, making the cost of Nazi propaganda in 
Spain during 1935 in excess of $1,200,000.) 

Smuggling the propaganda material 
Spain seems to have been the easiest of Nazi 
tasks. Consulates and diplomatic officials were 
instructed to help. Only small bundles were 
sent. Many went direct to the embassy and thus 
were immune from inspection. Others were made 
part of ship captains’ manifests, which were 
never searched by the polite Spanish officials. 
As soon as a ship or plane landed, German offi- 
cial agents took the packages away for storage. 

* ¢ 

Espionage and newspaper propaganda were 
among the principal activities. The spy work 
was carried out by agents of the Hafendiensi— 
literally the Harbour Service, a branch of the 
Gestapo which has nothing to do with sea or 
shipping, merely using the name as a cover for 
espionage work. All German residents and 
visitors were included in their observation, to 
see that they kept up the proper enthusiasm for 
the new order in Germany. The Harbour Service 
also spied on Spanish politicians, hotels, news- 
papermen, Jews and Freemasons 

Fifty agents were detailed to handle the press 
One of the lists seized tabulates the Spanish 
newspapers, with the names of the editor, owner, 
financial backer, circulation, politics and atti- 
tude towards Naziism. Twenty-two newspapers 
are listed as “friendly to Germany.” All mon- 
archic, clerical and reactionary newspapers are 
in this group. Gil Robles newspaper Inform- 
aciones is marked “Can be considered the mouth- 
piece of Germany.” The name of its financial 
backer is Juan March. 

One agent fed the small papers with items 
and articles favorable to the Nazi regime. When- 
ever a Spanish paper published one of these it 
had to pay 5 or 10 pesetas for it. “This is neces- 
sary for reasons of camouflage” reports the 


into 


agent. The editor or publisher in turn received 
a tip of 250 pesetas for each of the 5 or 10 peseta 
articles he published (The word used is 
Trinkgeld—literally “drink money”). The ex- 


tent of the wholesale corruption of the small 
Spanish papers is shown by the 22,450 pesetas 
paid out for Trinkgeld during the week of the 
Nazi congress in September, 1935. For the larger 
newspapers the power of concentrated advertis- 
ing was used, Spanish papers publishing special 
German numbers supported by lucrative German 
advertising 
* 2 

In preparation for the Fascist rebellion the 
Nazi locals went underground. Instructions were 
given to discuss al] matters in terms of business 
correspondence. Such thin disguises were used 
as “The popular meetings of our customers must 
be restricted, lest our competitors get an insight 
into our business methods,” etc 

Every business firm that could supply guns- 
one agent delivered 492 pistols and ammunition 
supplies to a Madrid group—suddenly seemed to 
go into the potato business Sometimes the 
writers get mixed and alternately use “early 
potatoes” and “steel goods” for the same ship- 
ments—probably of machine guns. Orders for 
rifles are referred to. Rebel generals were 
apparently in close contact with the Nazi groups. 
There are references to high Spanish officials 
and one to “our good friend, Genera! Goded'— 
the same Goded who failed te capture Barcelona 
and was executed 

There's very much more in “Spione und 
Verschworer tn Spanien” that will interest 
nations sitting at their ease, but the above will 
let in some light on German preparations to 
foment trouble in Spain. What the purpose, one 
may shrewdly guess.

A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 
The darkest stain upon the story 
of the Canadian West was made on 
June 19, 1816. On that day the war 
between the Hudson's Bay Company 
and the North Westers from Mont- 
real came to a bloody climax. The 


affair was no sudden outburst. It 
had been planned long in advance. 
“You will see some sport on the 
Red River before the month of June 


is over,” wrote one Nor'Wester to 
another. And if bloody murder is 
“sport,” then the prediction was 


fulfilled to the letter. It is a short 
story A party of halfbreeds mar- 
shalled by Cuthbert Grant, himself 
a halfbreed, started across the plain 
in the direction of Fort Douglas, the 


centre of the Selkirk settlement. 
Warned of their coming, Semple 
(the H.B. governor) quickly raised 


30 volunteers and led them out on 
foot to meet the halfbreeds. The 
into a 
semi-circle, forestalling the attempt 
of the settlers to deploy in open or- 
der. One halfbreed rode forward; 
Semple seized the bridle of his 
horse, and then his gun A shot 
was fired. In an instant the shoot- 
ing became general and it is re- 
corded by an eyewitness, Pritchard: 
“In a few minutes almost all of our 
people were either killed or wound- 
ed.” Semple was wounded, then 
murdered as he lay gasping; 21 set- 
tlers were killed and Fort Douglas 
rendered to Cuthbert Grant. The 
wrth West partners came up to 
share in the “glory of victory”; sal 
utes were fired; drink flowed free- 


| ly; and the women and children of 


the Red River fled for their lives 
But before the end of the year Fort 
Douglas had been re-captured by 
Miles Macdonell, and Selkirk had to 
begin his rebuilding of the colony.

New Wing Needed Says 


Dr. Anderson in Describ- 
ing Overcrowding 


Expenditure of half a million 
dollars is necessary to extend the 
facilities of the Royal Alexandra 
horpital and consolidate its auxil- 
jary services so that the institu- 
tion may adequately mect the 
demands of its patients, Dr. A. F. 
Anderson, superintendent, told 
the Edmonton Hospital Board 
Friday night. 


At present the hospital has | 


reached “the saturation point,” due 
to such overcrowding that the bed 
occupancy exceeds the m 
permitting efficient service, he 
added. Similar situations exist in 
other hospitals, he pointed out 
later, 
ACTION NEEDED 

Dr, Anderson embodied his opin- 
ions in a letter written to City Com- 
missioner R. J. Gibb in which he 
emphasized the need of taking 
action that will maintain the hos- 
pital’s record for efficient medical 


care. The board unanimously ap-| 


proved of the superintendent's sub- 
mission which was made in re- 
sponse to a request by the com- 
mission on May 11 

Request that restoration of pay 
cuts be made to third class en- 
gincers working at the hospital 
plant was tabled, pending decis- 
ion by the city council on the 
general question of salary ad- 
justments, V. A. Porter, chairman 
of board, presided. 

Dr. Anderson's statement to the 
city commissioner declared 

At present we are hospitalizing 
some 440 patients in the Royal 
Alexandra and Isolation Hospitals. 
The maximum bed occupancy gen- 
erally conceded to permit of effi- 


cient service is 85%. Thus it can be | 


seen that with an 88% bed occu 
pancy extending into the summer 
slack season we have already 
| reached the saturation point as far 
as the ability of this institution to 
adequately take care of its de- 
mands for service is concerned

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Latest big-scale interest cut and refunding measure adopted by a 
Canadian municipality is that now operative in the amalgamated City 
of Windsor. An order of the Ontario Municipal Board, agreed to by 
the bond holders, cuts interest on the border city’s $34.000.000 debt to 
as low as 1% per cent, and places back into solvency a city which had 
the largest debt of any of Ontario's defaulting municipalities 

The refunding measure was arrived at by siashing interest rates 
under those prevailing on the original debentures and spreading the 
debt payment over 40 years. Not only is the principal debt refinanced 
but arrears of interest totalling $6,000,000 have been cut to $3,000.000. 
bondholders having agreed to accept that amount in full payment 

Under the Fortin plan, $26,000,000 of Edmonton's $32,000,000 debt 
has been extended over a 30-year period, original interest rates of 4% 
to 7 per cent. must be paid in full until the bonds mature, and 4" from
